No other buildings were 
threatened. 
The house was unoccupied but 
contained considerable furnishings 
which were lost. 
Included in the 
furnishings 
were

piano, electrical equipment, a wick­ 
er furniture set including a divan, 
a hot water heater and a furnace 
which was located in the basement. 
A large quantity of stationery used 
by the tree surgeons was destroyed 
and included 30,000 envelopes. Some 
canned foodstuffs was also lost. 
Shortly before learning of the fire 
this morning, Mr. Hedrick was in­ 
formed by P. W, Stallsm ith, local 
real estate agent, th at he had a 
prospect to buy the home which was 
for sale. 
Arrangements had been 
made to have the prospective pur­ 
chaser come from Baltimore over 
the week-end to inspect the place. 
Two members of the local sub­ 
station of the state motor police de­ 
tail made a prelim inary investiga­ 
tion today. 
A special fire investi­ 
gator will make an inquiry later.

Rome, Feb. 28—Alfonso X III, 54- 
year-old form er m onarch of Spain, 
died at 11:50 a. rn. (4:50 a. rn., 
E S T .) today in the hotel room 
which had been his home in exile 
for a decade. 
He suffered a series of heart a t­ 
tacks beginning on February 13 and 
had been sitting in a chair 
for the 
last 
seven days, too iveak to 
be 
placed in bed. 
His mind was lucid 
and he was cheerful until the last. 
At his side when he died were his 
queen. Victoria, from whom he had 
been estranged for many years; his 
son 
and designated heir 
to 
the 
Spanish throne, Don Juan, another 
son, Don Jaim e; a daughter, Bea­ 
trice; three doctors; and a Spanish 
Jesuit priest, Padre Ulpiano Lopez, 
who administered the last rites of 
the 
Catholic church when death 
seemed inevitable February 22. 
Another daughter, M aria Cristina, 
was summoned from Turin but was 
unable to reach Rome. 
She is ex­ 
pecting a child. 
Reigned Until 1931 
Alfonso was king from his birth, 
May 17, 1886, and reigned until April 
14, 1931—a period marked by tu r­ 
bulence and political unrest which 
finally broke into civil war in 1936, 
when Spain was a republic 
Alfonso left Spain April 15, 1931, 
after signing a manifesto express­ 
ing his conclusion th a t anti-m on­ 
archist election results showed he 
no longer had the love of his peo­ 
ple. But in his own estim ate he re­ 
mained king of Spain. 
He declared again and again. “I 
will never abandon my throne " His 
hope and prediction were that some 
day he would return.

num bers where this practice was 
followed. Large numbers of codling 
m oth are carried over on the picking 
crates and the im portance of so 
handling tile crates as to prevent 
the m oth from infesting the orchard 
was emphasized. 
The im portance of thoroughness 
in 
spraying 
and 
the 
fact 
th a t 
codling m oth infection is always 
heaviest in the tops of the trees 
necessitates more complete spraying, 
especially in the tops of the trees. 
A num ber of slides on m ethods 
of spraying were shown and the im ­ 
portance of spraying the inside of 
the trees was especially emphasized. 
Urges Use of Bait Pails 
Mr. Pepper explained the use of 
bait pails in determ ining the pro­ 
gram or development of the m oth 
and growers having a severe in ­ 
fection of codling moth could benefit 
by operating bait pails. 
Mr. Pepper declared th a t codling 
m oth could be successfully controlled 
by thorough spraying, together with 
supplem entary measures of scraping 
and banding 
Ju st before Saturday noon, Dr. R 
S. Kirly, extension plant pathologist 
from S tate College, who substituted 
for Dr. George L. Zundel, presented 
a reel of m otion pictures dealing 
w ith m ethods of spraying.

Talk on Peach Problems 
Tile afternoon session started at

Slides were used to illustrate the 
life cycle of peach brown rot. Leaf 
curl, a rath er general 
disease 
in 
peach orchards can be 
controlled 
providing th e spray is applied prior 
to the breaking of the peach buds. 
Lime sulphur or bordeaux can be 
used for leaf curl control. 
T errapin or peach leconium scale 
is difficult to control, however, re ­ 
search findings indicate th a t rea­ 
sonably good control can be secured, 
by using a 4 per cent oil in the d i­ 
lute spray either with or without a 
fungicide. 
Intensive research work is being 
done on the control of cinculio, an 
insect th a t causes severe damage to 
peaches. 
Results with arsenate of 
lead to date have not been satisfac­ 
tory. 
O utlines Apple Spray 
Doctor K irby outlined 
and 
ex­ 
plained a new spray schedule 
for 
apple disease control. 
Records of 
apple diseases In Adams county in ­ 
dicate th a t 
a 
change 
from 
the 
present schedule is possible. 
The 
success of controlling plant 
diseases requires the prevention and 
spread of the disease in the early 
stages. 
The pre-blossom sprays on 
apple are very im portant and if dis­ 
ease is controlled early 
a 
m ilder 
fungicide can be used for protection 
during the hot part of the season 
when burning of foliage is most cer­ 
tain to take place. 
Each orchard m ust receive special 
consideration and the number and 
kind of sprays required depends d i­ 
rectly on the disease situation.

T he use of lime sulphur at the 
rate of one gallon in 75 gallons of 
spray has given good results where 
thorough spraying was practiced. 
T here always is danger of getting 
too 
much 
sulphur on 
the 
tree, 
specially during the hot season of 
the summer. 
Orchard M anagem ent 
J. V. Ruef. extension pomologist 
from S tate College, discussed orch­ 
ard managem ent. 
Mr. Ruef declared th a t there are 
few orchards at age of 25 years or 
older th a t the soil fertility is as 
good as it was when the orchard 
was first established. 
The ase of 
clean cultivation has been found to 
deplete the soil from organic m at­ 
ter and Is not a good practice. The 
use of cover crops, especially legume 
corn crops, was suggested, together 
with libera! am ounts of complete 
fertilizer. 
Mr. Ruef reported results of orch­ 
ard fertility experim ents both at the 
Pennsylvania S tate college and also 
of work in England th at Is conduct­ 
ed over a period of 80 years.

Farm Cash Income From Milk 
Records New Three-Year High 


County A gen t Gives 
Advice to Nearby 
Breeders 


H undreds of Adam s county poul ­ 
try breeders are getting ready for 
the chick rearing season and as a 
consequence are giving considera­ 
tion 
to equipm ent needs because 
m odern m ethods are more com pli­ 
cated th a n when the old “setting 
h e n ” system was used. Tile im por­ 
tance of having enough equipm ent 
was pointed out today by County 
A gent H artm an. 
He said th a t m any poultrym en in 
th e county use successfully th ree 
sizes of feeding equipm ent for the 
rearin g p e rio d -tw o for use during 
th e early brooding period an d th e 
o th er for use on the range. 
Need Feeding Space 
For good results with chicks from 
one day to two or three weeks of 
age, th ere should be 12 Inches of 
feeding space for every IO chicks. 
An 18-inch feeder will accom m odate 
about 30 chicks. T h at m eans 
IO 
such feeders for 300 chicks. 
W hen chicks are older they also 
are larger, e a t larger quantities of 
feed, and so fill up the feeder space. 
T herefore, afte r two or three weeks 
of age, the space m ust be doubled. 
L arge equipm ent also will reduce 
the labor of supplying feed and will 
prevent waste. 
W here th e poultrym an feeds a 
scratch -m ash 
ration, 
chick 
size 
scratch grain can be fed on top of 
the m ash a t first, but as the chicks 
get accustom ed to these feedstuffs 
they should be supplied in separate 
equipm ent. If scratch grain is to be 
hopper-fed, additional feeding space 
m ust be provided. The sam e pro­ 
cedure can be followed when chick 
size grit is fed. 
Wire-Covered Platforms Help 
W ire-covered platform s on which 
the feeders are placed will keep 
the chicks from feeding in co n tam i­ 
nated 
areas because wasted 
feed 
will be out of reach. H artm an said. 
He rem inds th a t hoppers should 
be placed about the brooder hover 
perpendicular to window's to give 
m axim um light over the equipm ent 
and like th e spokes of a wheel to 
give th e chicks easy access to th e 
hoppers. W ith electric hovers, feed­ 
ers are placed p art way under the 
hover for th e first few days so th a t 
the chicks can get .started properly 
and learn to go in and out to find 
com fort. 
W hen th e various sizes of equip­ 
m ent 
have served 
their purpose, 
they are cleaned and put away for 
use by a later brood or next year's 
chicks. Equipm ent represents an in ­ 
vestm ent and deserves treatm en t as 
such.

New York, Feb. 28 — F arm casli 
incom e from m ilk for 1940 totaled 
$1,502,000,000 — an increase of $147,- 
000.000 or 10.87 per cent over the 
1939 total and the largest since 1937, 
according to a Milk In d u stry Foun- 
! dation report. 
Figures for 1940 show th e im ­ 
portance of m ilk as a m ainstay of 
farm purchasing power, the report 
says. 
T he increase is also im pres­ 
sive as milk is a cash crop paid 
for m onthly and not a t th e end of 
th e season as in the case of m ost 
crops. 
Milk cash is widely used for 
cu rre n t farm purchases and m er­ 
chandise. 
W hile 1940 figures are not yet 
available for all individual farm 
products, it is indicated th a t milk 
is again the largest single source 
of farm cash income. 
W hile cash 


income from milk was up 10 87 pci* 
cent 
the 
incom e

all oilier 
farm products rose only 7.39 per 
cent during 1940 
M ilk production 
of 111 billion q u arts wfas the largest 
on record. 


More significant, farm cash in ­ 
come from m ilk for th e year 1940 
was 913 based on 1024-29 as IOO, 
com pared w ith 77.6 for total farm 
income. T he m ilk figure for D ecem ­ 
ber, 1940, was 104.5, while all farm 
income was 84.0. 
T his shows how 
farm incom e from milk has been 
relatively m uch better m aintained 
th a n farm incom e from all o th e r 
crops and com m odities, contrasted 
w ith the la tte r half of the m ore 
prosperous 20’s.
